The Bible is nota dead letter, not just paperand ink, and-not just some- 
thing for man to rest on his coffee table to collect dust: “For the word of 
God i§ quick and powerful, and sharper than any two- edged sword, pierc- 
ing even to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and the joints and mar- 
ae! and is a discerner of the thoughts and intents of the heart. (Hebrews 
4:12)” It has the’ power to change a man’s life by giving him the knowl- 
edge: of God's will.for what he must do to be saved, As Paul wrote to 
Timothy: “And that from a child thou has known the Holy scriptures, which 
are able to make thee wise unto salvation through faith which is in Christ 
Jesus (2 Timothy 3:15).” 
Therefore is any other book needed to, give man what God has revealed to’ © 
him so that he may be saved?’ No! For only the Bible is all sufficient for 
man to know what God has revealed for him to know. 

“According as his divine power hath given unto us all things. that. pertain 
unto life and godliness, through the knowledge of him that hath called us 
to glory and virtue: Whereby are given unto. us exceeding gréat and _pre- 
Set ‘promises; that by these ye might be partakers ‘of the divine nature, 

having escaped the corruption that is in the world teu lust (2 Peter 1: 
3-4)."" 

Jesus explained the meaning of the parable of the sower by stating: “Now 
the:parable-is:this: The seed_is: the word of God (Luke 8: 11)” This*means 
then that only when the Bible, which is the word of God, is planted into the 
heart of man will a Christian be produced. No other book but the Bible, will 
help man get to heaven. That-is why the Bible must be regarded above all 
other books. If man obeys any other book in an attempt to save his soul, 
then he is trying to save his soul by some ‘dus means than by the all pow- 
erful word of God.

The Elba defense allowed 64 yards rushing anda touchdown on 
Flomaton’s first drive of the night, but for the remainder of the game 
the Tigers allowed no points,.one yard rushing and only 43 yards in 
total offense.

Students who are disadvantaged 
due to economics, cultural and/ 
or, environmental reasons will 
receive special consideration. 
Multiple criteria, including stu- 
dent characteristics, aptitude, 
motivation, and achievement, 
will considered as part of the 
eligibility requirement — for 
Gifted Education — students. 
Additional criteria for gifted- 
ness to be considered will 
include teacher observation, 
work samples, and checklists.
